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THE King and the royal family walk behind their 
mother’s coffin in a sombre military procession to 
her lying in state - united in grief with tens of 
thousands of mourners lining the route. 

The mile-long journey from Buckingham Palace, 
along The Mall, through Horseguards Parade to 
1,000-year-old Westminster Hall took 38 minutes - 
timed by a gun in Hyde Park and Big Ben's chime 
every 60 seconds. 

Funeral marches played by the Scots Guards and 
Grenadier Guards were accompanied by occasional 
applause on a day of history that was bathed in 
sunshine and drenched with emotion. 

Charles III walked beside his sister and brothers. 
Behind him were his sons William, his heir, the 
Prince of Wales, and Harry, the Duke of Sussex -

In front of them, the Queen's coffin was draped 
with the Royal Standard. On top, on a velvet cushion, 
sat the magnificent Imperial State Crown, beside a 
wreath of flowers, some from her estates at Windsor 
and Balmoral, where she died a week ago aged 96.

Royal Horse Artillery. The carriage, which had borne 
the Queen’s mother in 2002 and father in 1952, passed 
landmarks including the Cenotaph in Whitehall, 
where those royals wearing uniform saluted the fallen. 
Harry, who stepped away after marrying Meghan 
Markle, and Prince Andrew, forced to settle a civil law 
suit in the US over sex claims he denied, did not. 

The royal family’s wives travelled to Westminster 
Hall by car - the Queen Consort and the Princess of 
Wales in one, the Duchess of Sussex and the Countess 
of Wessex in another. 

As the procession reached Westminster Hall - passing 
an honour guard from all three armed forces - eight 
bearers from the Grenadier Guards carried the Queen’s 
coffin from the carriage to a catafalque inside. Prime 


minister Liz Truss and leader of the opposition Sir 
Keir Starmer were among dignitaries who took part 
in a 20-minute service led by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury Justin Welby. 

Two Guards officers laid their regiment’s standard 
~- made for the Queen’s Coronation in 1953 - at the 
foot of the catafalque, before officers of the House- 
hold Division took their places at each corner of her 
coffin to guard it as the four-day lying-in-state began. 

Members of the vigil - the King’s Body Guards of 
the Honourable Corps of Gentlemen at Arms, the 
King’s Body Guard for Scotland, the Royal Company 
of Archers and the King’s Body Guard the Yeomen of 
the Guard - will change every 20 minutes as her body 
lies in state until Monday at 6.30am before her funeral

at Westminster Abbey at llam. As the royals walked out 
into the sunshine, a solemn Prince of Wales stared straight 
ahead, seemingly lost in thought.

THOUSANDS of royal fans were the first to 
witness the Queen's lying-in-state last night 
after queuing for hours along the banks of 
the Thames. 

Despite torrential rain, many waited 
through the night for the sought-after 
coloured wristbands allowing them access 
to view the royal coffin at Westminster Hall. 

Those at the front were given a yellow 
‘golden’ band - among them was Vanessa 
Nanthakumaran, who started at noon on 
Monday and spent an epic 53 hours at the 
head of the queue. 

The administrative assistant, 56, from 
Harrow, north London, admitted the wait 
had been ‘a bit chilly’ but said she was 
delighted to have secured her historic place. 

She appeared emotional as she walked 
briskly to the coffin, stopping briefly to

UKRAINE'S president has celebrated his 
troops’ counter-offensive gains with a trip 
to the recaptured city of Izium.

A CORRODED gas pipe caused a huge 
blast that left a family of four in 
hospital, a report has revealed. 

The explosion completely destroyed 
one home in Kincaidston, Ayr, on 
October 18 last year. A gas main was 
found to have holes in it when 
inspected by Steven Critchlow from 
the Health and Safety Executive (HSE). 

In a report, Mr Critchlow told how 
he found three separate holes which 
resulted in leaks in the pipe serving 
the property. Mr Critchlow said in the

report: ‘Gas from at least one of the 
three leaks was able to accumulate. 
‘The two leak sites closest to the 
house would have been entirely 
covered by the concrete of the front 


porch, and hence gas would have 
passed sideways through the ground. 

The report also states it was ‘not 
possible’ to identify an ignition 
source, given the extent of the 
damage to the property. 

Following the explosion, a woman, 
43, a 47-year-old man and two boys 
aged 16 and 11 were taken to hospital. 

Several other homes were badly 
damaged and some had to be demol- 
ished. Last month, the HSE said it 
would take ‘no further action’ over the 
blast while the gas supply pipes in the 
area have now been upgraded.

Inflation eases to 9.9% but 
still close to 40-year high 


INFLATION fell for the first time in a year 
last month as lower fuel prices took 
some pressure off struggling households 
~ but it remains near a 40-year high. 

Consumer Prices Index inflation hit 
9.9 per cent in the year to August, down 
from 10.1 per cent a month earlier. 

However, soaring milk, cheese and 
egg costs pushed food inflation to its 
highest level in 14 years, the Office for 
National Statistics reported.

A‘UNIQUE’ museum of religious 
life has reopened for the first time 
after being shut due to the pandemic. 

St Mungo Museum of Religious 
Life and Art in Glasgow explores 
the importance of religion in 
people's lives across the world.

Glasgow’s patron saint, closed in 
March 2020 as the country went 
into lockdown before finally 
reopening yesterday. 

It is recognised for its role in 
promoting understanding and 
respect between different faiths. 

Glasgow Life Museums chief 
Duncan Dornan said: ‘Since it 
opened in 1993 we have worked 
with the local community to create 
imaginative displays, educational 
programmes, interfaith dialogue, 
and interesting exhibitions. 

‘Together this has established 
the museum’s reputation as a safe 
space for encouraging dialogue 
and understanding, often of 
challenging topics. It’s wonderful 
news we are open and ready to 
welcome the public back.’ 

The museum is set over three 
floors with displays covering 
different aspects of religious life, 
belief and practice. 

Treasured pieces include a 
bronze sculpture of Shiva, one of 
the most important gods of 
Hinduism and a stained glass 
depicting Old Testament figures 
Moses, Elijah, David and Enoch. 

There is also a work by war artist 
Peter Howson commemorating the 
25th anniversary of the Srebrenica 
massacre in Bosnia in 1995. 

Phillip Mendelsohn, chairman of 
Interfaith Glasgow, said: ‘The 
importance of St Mungo extends 
far beyond the city as it is one of 
the few museums of comparative 
religion in the world and is unique 
in the UK.

Husband tells 
trial claim he 
killed Renee 
is ‘nonsense’

THE estranged husband of a woman 
who vanished with her young son 
more than 45 years ago has told a court 
he played no part in their deaths. 

William MacDowell, of Penrith, Cum- 
bria, is accused of murdering his son 
Andrew MacRae and the child’s mother 
Renee MacRae, 36, in November 1976. 

MacDowell denies the charges and 
has lodged a special defence of incrim- 
ination which states Mr MacRae, along 
with others, committed the offences. 

Gordon MacRae yesterday took to the 
witness stand at MacDowell’s trial at 
the High Court in Inverness. 

Defence advocate Murray Macara KC 
put it to him that he was ‘in some way 
complicit’ in the disappearance of the 
mother and son. 

Mr Macara told the court Mr MacRae 
used to visit a quarry with a then girl- 
friend and said to her: ‘If you fall out 
with me this is where you'd end up. 

Mr MacRae described that claim as 
‘nonsense’, and repeated the denial 
when it was put to him he had said if 
there was a landslide there would be 
‘hundreds of tonnes, thousands of 
tonnes of earth on top of the body’. 

Prosecutor Alex Prentice KC then 
asked Mr MacRae: ‘Did you have any 
part whatsoever to play in the death of 
Renee MacRae or Andrew MacRae?’ The 
85-year-old replied: ‘Absolutely none’ 

The couple split in 1975 and Mrs 
MacRae moved into a house near

Inverness. The former director of Hugh 
MacRae Builders Limited said he knew 
she was involved with somebody else 
but she would not reveal who it was. 

Mrs MacRae has not been seen since 
the night of November 12, 1976. 

MacDowell is charged with murder- 
ing Mrs MacRae and their three-year- 
old son at a layby on the AQ near Inver- 
ness, or elsewhere, by means unknown. 

The 80-year-old is also charged with 
disposing of their bodies. 

Mr MacRae told the jury he found out 
MacDowell, who was his company 
secretary, was involved with his wife 
after she vanished. He then fired him. 

Mr Macara asked Mr MacRae: ‘When 
police became involved did you at any 
stage feel police suspected you might 
be involved in Renee's disappearance?’ 

Mr MacRae said he did not and then 
told the court he remembered police 
had asked to search his house. 

The trial continues.

However, the number of 
patients being sent by the NHS to pri- 
vate hospitals for hip and knee replace- 
ments to cut waiting times fell from

AUL ‘CANELO’ Alvarez wants to 
end his rivalry with Gennady 
Golovkin once and for all - by 
sending his old foe into 
retirement this weekend. 
The two ring greats meet for 
the third, and possibly final, time in 
Las Vegas this Saturday for a trilogy fight many 
thought would never happen. 

Canelo moved up from super-middleweight to 
light-heavyweight to face Dmitry Bivol earlier this 
year but that foray at 175lb ended in a second 
career defeat, and a resounding one too. 

The man known to fans worldwide as GGG, 
meanwhile, is now 40 and has fought just twice in 
three years. But yet the pair are on collision 
course, once again at the T-Mobile Arena, this 
weekend live on DAZN. 

Redemption is on the line for Golovkin if he can 
beat his nemesis at the third time of asking 
following the controversial draw in 2017 and 
subsequent loss the following year. 

Golovkin told Metro he would not even rule out 
a fourth encounter. Lose for a second time, 
though, and that could be the last time we see 
them in a ring together. 

Asked what he thought of the Kazakh, who was

Given Golovkin’s age, that could 
prove to be correct. Canelo says he is 
not frustrated by those who claim 
Golovkin should have won their first 
fight, which ended in boos from the 
crowd after it was announced the 
judges had scored it a draw. 

Former heavyweight world 
champion Lennox Lewis declared GGG 
was the ‘clear winner’ while Paulie 
Malignaggi, who held global belts at 
two weights, insisted: ‘Canelo was 
never in it once it passed about round 
four or so’ On the subject of that first 
meeting, Canelo remains unmoved. 

‘When the fight’s close, there is 
always going to be talk and different 
opinions, I’m fine with that, he tells 
Metro. What is clear is, despite the 
animosity that may exist on both 
sides, these two legendary fighters 
have, to a huge part, defined one 
another's careers. 

By taking the trilogy fight, they 
know it is these bouts people will look 
back on in generations to come. Why? 
Canelo believes, technically, they were 
made for each other. 

‘The styles make a good fight, right? 
They’re perfect to make a good fight. 
We've had 24 really good rounds, he 
adds. ‘I like it, this trilogy will be in the 
history books of boxing and I’m very 
happy with that. (But) three is going to 
be enough’ 

Canelo may be confident of again 
getting past Golovkin but he is coming 
off that Bivol setback. The reverse to 
Floyd Mayweather Jr in 2013 remains 
the only other defeat on a 57-2-2 
record, which includes two draws. He 
needs to bounce back. 

‘Ihave nothing to prove in my 
position,’ he says. ‘I don’t need to risk 
anything and I knew to move up to 
175(Ib) against one of the best fighters 
there (Bivol), anything can happen. I 
still feel the best. I need to come back 
and have a big win’ 

Canelo surprised many by stepping 
up to light-heavy for his May 
showdown with Russian Bivol, going 
down to a unanimous decision from 
the three judges at ringside in Sin City 
after a torrid night. 

Bivol taught him a tough lesson and 
the return to super-middle for this 
fight, which sees Golovkin make the 
step up from middleweight, feels like 
a homecoming. 

The current WBA (super), WBC, IBF, 
WBO and The Ring magazine super- 
middleweight champion admits: ‘Yeah, 
I think my best is at 168. I can’t wait to 
come back (to the division) after the 
last fight. I’m a winner. I need to come 
back stronger than ever and I’m ready 
for that. 

There is every chance it may not be 
the last we see of the Mexican, at 32 
eight years GGG’s junior, at the 
higher weight. After

Canelo admits it can be a dark and 
lonely place in the ring, despite the 
great and loyal team - led by trainer 
Eddy Reynoso ~ he has around him

and also the riches the sport has 
brought him since his professional 
debut in Dusseldorf more than 16 
years ago. ‘(In boxing), you need to be 
able to do things by yourself? he says. 
“You have your coach, your team, 
but sometimes you need to work by 
yourself in the fight. Eddy and I area 
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good team and we're strong. I've been 
with him since I was 13 years old’ 

Canelo’s life may revolve around 
boxing but he has no desire to be 
surrounded by it when he is not 
fighting or preparing for a fight. In 
fact, his true sporting love away from 
the boxing gym lies on the golf 
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course, where he practises for up to 
four hours a day. 

Aaron Dexheimer, one of his 
coaches, said earlier this year Canelo 
‘loves golf just as much as anyone 
I’ve ever seen. The one thing that 
sticks out to me is his dedication to 
improvement. It’s pretty amazing to 
watch his confidence’. 

Canelo is not even a fan of 
watching fights, although he admits 
he did take in Oleksandr Usyk’s world 
heavyweight title win against 
Anthony Joshua live last month - a 
rarity for him. 

‘I don’t watch boxing, I watch golf 
every weekend, he adds. ‘I like to be 
in the ring and train but I never 
watch it (boxing). I watch a big fight, 
maybe, depending on the fighters. 
Usyk v Joshua I watched but 
normally I watch the highlights. But 
golf is my passion’ 

He has even discussed switching 
one set of gloves for another in five 
years’ time and trying to make golf 
his second career. First, he must 
make sure he does not find himself in 
the rough against Golovkin. Changing 
sports can wait for now - Canelo is 
not done with boxing quite yet. 
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The former WBO world super-featherweight 
champion wants to see GGG retire, whatever 
the result against Canelo. 


What are your memories of the 
first two fights between Canelo 
and Gennady Golovkin? 

I think I am the only commentator 
from the UK who's covered them both 
so far. Everyone thought Golovkin 
won No.1 [the 2017 draw]. It was a big 
Mexican ‘home’ crowd for whom 
Canelo is a god but they were silent as 
the scores came in from the judges. It 
seemed clear to everyone Golovkin did 
the better work. The fight ticked every 
box but the feeling was Golovkin was 
harshly done by. I felt he deserved 
more. There should have been no 
argument about who won the fight. 


By the time the second clash came 
along, the two fighters - former 
sparring partners - were no longer 
friends following a delay caused 
by Canelo’s doping suspension. 
How much had the landscape 
changed by 2018? 

Golovkin is a man who lets his fists do 
the talking usually but he felt Canelo 
was a drugs cheat. He had a six-month 
ban but that was nothing. In the fight, 
Canelo’s output got him the nod but I 
thought Golovkin won that one too. I 
didn’t think it was a robbery and he is 
2-0 up in my mind. It should at least 
be 1-1 - that would be fair. 


Who wins at third time of asking? 
Canelo will be a massive favourite and 
I wouldn't like, if he does win, for 
people to look back in years to come 
and say, ‘this was a great rivalry but 
one of them (Golovkin) didn’t win any 
of the three fights’. But as dance 
partners in boxing go, these two are as 
good as anybody - no two boxers 
complement each other the way these 
two do. This time, though, I can’t see 
how Golovkin wins unless Canelo’s 


chin has developed a crack. After all, 
he was exposed as a bully in his last 
fight, May’s defeat to Dmitry Bivol. 


How did you see GGG's first outing 
in a year and a half, his win over 
Ryota Murata in April? 

Golovkin didn’t look great against 
Murata in the early stages but did find 
his rhythm and still stopped a really 
tough fighter. But with age, vision and

anticipation go a bit. He has hada 
brilliant career but it’s long enough 
now. I do think Canelo will win and it 
will be clear. But then again, you could 
roll these two out in 20 years’ time 
and it will always be a great fight.

It should be - what’s he in it for now? 
What's left to achieve? Where’s the

motivation? I would rather see him 
retire. He has had a fantastic career 
and will go down as one of the most 
fearsome fighters of all time, a joy to 
cover as a commentator. 


Canelo is only 32, you see him 
continuing whatever the result? 

I don’t like the idea of him going back 
to light-heavyweight after losing to 
Bivol but I do admire him for doing 
that. I don’t think it’s a good idea to do 
it again, though. That fight was a real 
indication he is not big enough for 
that division - he is not even a natural 
super-middleweight, or maybe even 
middleweight. There are signs it’s a 
step too far for him but there are still 
good fights out there for him at 
super-middle and he can reign for as 
long as he wants to at that weight. 


After five years of history, and 
now a third clash, have the pair 
defined each other’s careers? 

My first instinct is to say no but I 
think you're right. You mention Canelo 
and you think of Golovkin, and 
vice-versa. I think they probably have 
defined each other's careers. Nigel 
Benn and Chris Eubank were the same 
here in the UK. Both had fantastic 
careers before they met each other 
twice but those two fights were so 
great - forget about who won, they 
were just fantastic fights. 


Are we in for more of the same 
after 24 entertaining rounds? 

If this third one lives up to the first 
two, it is sure to go down as one of the 
greatest trilogies boxing has ever 
seen. I’m not sure we needed to see 
Tyson Fury v Deontay Wilder III as 
Fury had been such a clear winner in 
their second fight but that turned out 
to be so good. Derek Chisora v Joseph 
Parker II is another one. 


Will Tyson Fury and Anthony 
Joshua fight now or do you see AJ 
taking another route? 

Joshua might still be the biggest draw 
in boxing despite his three losses but I 
think the Dillian Whyte rematch 
would be a fantastic story. Joshua’s 
still fresh but I hope he doesn’t have 
psychological scars from his defeat by 
Andy Ruiz. It’s a good fight for him to 
win, and win impressively, and get 
confidence, and also the public’s 
confidence, back. 


CHRIS EUBANK Jr and Conor 
Benn are due to collide ina 
long-awaited duel at the 02 in 
London on October 8 - 29 years 
after their famous dads clashed 
for the second and last time. 

It had long been hoped the 
sons of the famous rivals would 
clash at a catchweight and the 
fight is now on.

It is a contest which is spicy 
enough already but is set to 
cross over to non-boxing fans. 

Meanwhile, Anthony Joshua is 
likely to return to the ring by 
the end of the year - witha 
British blockbuster against 
Tyson Fury in the making. 

Aclash between the UK’s two 
heavyweight stars could sell 
out Wembley Stadium several 
times over, although contracts 
are yet to be signed. 

Joshua wants to get back in 
the ring after his second defeat 
to Oleksandr Usyk last month 
as he looks to return to 
world-title contention.

But Elizabeth II was always meticulous 
with her outfits and each piece she wore 
had been customised. Sometimes needing 
to change five times a day, she favoured 
items with zips so they would be easy to 
slip on and off. Hemlines were weighted to 
prevent wardrobe malfunctions in windy 
conditions, fabrics were tested for their 
ability to withstand wrinkling and creasing 
for travel, and beaded gowns had extra 
lining sewn into the seat to avoid 
discomfort when sitting. 

Vitally, they were occasion-appropriate 
too. Not for her a slashed-open, floor- 
length fuchsia backless dress. There were 
Balmoral tartans in Scotland, headscarves 
at horse shows and, recently, see-through 
umbrellas. Trousers were worn, but rarely. 

‘The Queen and Queen Mother do not 
want to be fashion setters, Hartnell once 
said. ‘That's left to other people with less 
important work to do.’

’  MsKelly began designing some of 
Elizabeth II's outfits in 2001 (including 
the yellow confection worn at 
William and Kate's wedding in 
2011 and the royal christening 
gown used by the Queen's 
grandchildren since 2004). She 
was also tasked with wearing in 
the monarch’s shoes because 
both were a size four. 

In her 2019 book, Kelly 
revealed the Queen was 
thrifty with her clothing and 
loved a bargain: ‘She liked her 
clothes to be adapted and 
recycled as much as 
possible... Typically the 
lifespan of an outfit could 
be around 25 years.’ 
Indeed, on her 
Diamond Jubilee, 
Barbour offered 


choices. As Bethan Holt notes in The 
Queen: 70 Years Of Majestic Style, 
Elizabeth II wore a deep green wool-crepe 
coat and a corresponding green- 
printed silk dress to Ireland for a 
state visit in 2011 - and a gown with 

more than 2,000 silk shamrocks to a 
dinner that evening. 

There are countless other 
examples: the Swarovski 
maple leaves on the 
shoulders of gown in 
Canada in 2010; a 
California-poppy- 
embroidered gown worn 
to meet Ronald Reagan in 
1983; and a gown witha 
train that evoked the flag of 
Pakistan when she visited 

in 1961. 

The Queen’s fashion 
semiotics also worked the 
opposite way. During Donald 
Trump’s visit in 2018, it was said

ESPITE the legions of 

photocalls, Zoom meetings, 

appointments and audiences, 

the Queen applied her own 

make-up every day. So 
revealed Angela Kelly in her 2019 book 
The Other Side Of The Coin: The Queen, 
The Dresser And The Wardrobe. The only 
known exception was for Her Majesty’s 
televised Christmas address, when she 
would have her make-up applied by 
television make-up artist Marilyn 
Widdess (who works at the BBC) so that 
she could withstand the heat and 
harshness of close-up lights. 


For her coronation, she 
commissioned Clarins to 
create a shade of lipstick 
to match her red robe 


A bold pop of colour on the lip with 
soft peachy skin and a delicate blush 
was the Queen's signature look during 
her reign. For her coronation, Elizabeth II 
reportedly commissioned Clarins to 
create a specific, personal shade of 
lipstick to match her red robe of state, 
specifying it should be ‘pink to red’ or ‘as 
deep ruby red with soft undertones’. 

While we don’t know the favourites 
that sat atop the Queen's dressing table, 
we can surmise her preferences by those 
to whom she awarded a royal warrant. 

These include Elizabeth Arden, which 
has held a warrant since 1962. Her 
Majesty was said to be a devotee of its 
cult Eight Hour Cream, a multipurpose 
balm created in 1930 by Elizabeth Arden 
herself, to protect and treat the hooves 
of her beloved horses. The Queen 
noticed its positive effects on her stable 
workers’ hands and the balm became a 


product in its own right - and a stalwart 
of supermodels and royalty. Eight Hour 
Cream was reportedly used by the Queen 
twice a day on her radiant complexion, 
to moisturise and prevent dehydration. 

Clarins was another favourite, having 
held a royal warrant for ‘skincare and 
cosmetics’ since 2007. Rumour has it, the 
brand's Ever Matte face powder in 
Transparent Fair was used by the Queen, 
alongside affordable US brand Essie’s 
pinkish-nude nail colour Ballet Slippers. 

Hello! magazine claims the Queen's 
bathrooms were furnished with Molton 
Brown's Orange and Bergamot Bath & 
Shower Gel and Body Lotion (the brand 
has held a royal warrant since 2013). All 
royal households are apparently ‘well 
stocked’ with soaps from another 
(affordable) iconic British brand: Yardley. 

Although we don’t know the Queen’s 
favourite fragrance, the only house to 
hold her warrant is British brand Floris, 
the longest-reigning beauty company in 
royal favour, with a warrant since 1820. 

While the contents of a lady’s handbag 
should always be shrouded in secrecy, it 
has been reported that one of the few 
things with a regular spot in Her 
Majesty's Launer Traviata was a pocket 
mirror and a lipstick (she apparently 
liked Elizabeth Arden’s Beautiful Colour 
Moisturising Lipstick in Wildberry). This 
was alongside reading glasses, mints 
and a fountain pen. 

‘At the end of a luncheon or dinner, 
and even a banquet set with silver gilt 
and antique porcelain, she has the 
somewhat outré habit of opening her 
bag, pulling out a compact and 
reapplying her lipstick, revealed Sally 
Bedell Smith when publicising her 2012 
book Elizabeth The Queen: The Woman 
Behind The Throne.

Story behind 
murky move 
is no Fig leaf 


HE remarkable story of one 
of the most contentious 
transfers in football history is 
the subject of a fascinating 
new documentary on Netflix. 

The Figo Affair: The Transfer that 
Changed Football, tells the story of 
Luis Figo’s bombshell switch from 
Barcelona to Real Madrid in 2000. 

It is a move that, close to a quarter 
of a century later, can still leave the 
average Catalan choking on their 
patatas bravas. 

To say Figo’s then world-record 
transfer left a bitter taste with fans of 
the red and blue is an understatement 
but now the man himself wants to tell 
his side of the astonishing story. 

It is a murky tale of deceit, 
deception, claim and counterclaim 
where few escape unscathed. 

Figo spent five happy years at Barca 
where he was idolised by the 
supporters, a love affair that 
apparently stretched both ways. 

His move to their bitterest rivals 
was therefore a seismic blow and one 
which all began as a presidential 
campaign promise by Florentino Perez 
as he battled to take control at Madrid. 

Perez told members that, should 
they elect him, he would pay Figo’s

then £38million release clause and 
bring him to the Bernabeu against 
Barca’s will, and drafted in the player’s 
friend, former Portugal international 
Paulo Futre, to mediate in the deal. 

Futre tells of how he rang Figo’s 
agent Jose Veiga with the proposal 
and, despite having the telephone 
slammed down on him, pretended to 
continue the conversation just to 
extract more money from Perez. It is 
just the first of many deceptions. 

Veiga went on to put pen toa 
pre-agreement with Perez, supposedly 
without his client’s full approval, a 
move that saw the agent facing a 
£19m penalty payment when Figo 
decided he was going nowhere. 

The player then gave conflicting 
interviews to newspapers and posed 
in a Barca shirt to signal his intention 
to stay... shortly before he left. 

Figo’s subsequent returns to the Nou 
Camp in the white of Real were hostile 
affairs, the first was delayed to clear 
bottles, coins and fake money that 
rained down. Ina later visit a pig's 
head was infamously thrown. 

Figo says he felt ‘unloved’ and 
‘unappreciated’ at Barca and the move 
was about more than just the money. 

Whether Barca fans will be moved 
enough by his version of the truth to 
forgive seems somewhat unlikely.
